A  SHORT  STORY 


By  Dr.  H.  Darwin  McIlrath. 

Note. — We  briefly  quote  below  from 
the  copv  for  a  booklet  by  Dr.  H.  Darwin 
McIlrath  on  his  trip  around  the  woild. 

We  departed  from  Chicago.  April  10 
1895,  precisely  as  the  gr*at  bell  in  the 
Inter- Ocean  tower  boomed  12  at  midday. 
Our  breasts  heaved  with  mingled  emotions, 
the  throngs  whica  surged  about  us  shouted 
our  names  either  in  a  triumph  anticipated 
or  a  requiem  probable.  I'espite  the  solem- 
nity and  impressiveness  of  the  occasion, 
we  were  in  a  mood  most  practical,  and 
when,  after  en  luring;   an   enforced  march 


of  a  mile,  owing  to  the  crowds  of  people 
wholi'  ed  the  streets,  we  mounted  our  bicy- 
cles. I  looked  down  at  the  glitter  ng 
machine  beneath  me,  I  wondered  if  we 
would  be  spared  to  survive  the  dan  gers  of 
a  climatic  and  personal  nature  which  would 
face  us.  Would  the  wheels  we  hid  selected 
endure  the  unp«ralleled  ordeal?  We  had 
visited  bicycle  factories;  we  had  studied 
cata  ogues  and  claims  of  various  bicycle 
maker-,  and  had  teste  I  theoretical  advan- 
tages, a'd  we  had  decided  upon  the  Fowler 
Truss  frame  b  cycle— our  opinion  baced 
purely  up  »n  mechanical  judgment  as  to  the 
construction  of  the  wheels,  strength  and 
weight  compared  with  all  others.  That  we 
were  justified  in  our  selection  is  proven  by 
the  fact  that  the  same  old  wheels  of  95  are 
returned  today  pr  ictically  intact  after  an 
unprecedented    record    of     almost      30,000 


miles.  Lerz  used  up  one  wheel  in  his 
lonely  ride  from  New  York  to  Calcutta, 
India,  and  that  wheel  was  specially  con- 
structed of  such  material  that  caused  his 
single  machine  to  weigh  more  than  the 
combined  weight  of  both  of  ours.  Over 
the  Rocky  Mountains,  acros-s  ihe  arid 
wastes  of  the  Great  American  Desert,  we 
wended  our  way.  To  recoi  d  our  progress 
as  gliding,  as  wheelh  gif  get  erally  sprken 
of,  would  be  deceptive  We  followed  the 
old  emigrant  trail  ard  rid  ng  over  the  ties 
between  the  long  shining  rails  of  the  trans- 
continental railways,  we  literally  smashed 
and  jolted  our  way  into  San  Francisco- 
over  2,000  miles  of  railway -track  ridirg 
between  the  Inter  La  eCit\  ard  the  Golden 
Gate.  In  Japan  we  lingered  until  the  cam- 
era and  paths  of  en  shed  seashells  no 
longer  afforded  novel  scenes  to  picture  and

record.  China  was  next,  but  owing  to 
numerous  massacres  of  missionaries  and 
riots  we  were  refused  admittance  to  the 
interior  via  Hong  Kong  and  Canton  by 
government  officials,  but  eventually  ob- 
tained passports  from  the  capital,  Pekin, 
which  permitted  us  to  cross  the  great  dark 
empire  via  Shanghai  and  the  valley  of  the 
Yang-Tse-Kiang  river.  Ourselves  hated 
as  "foreign  devils  "  the  cycles  regarded  as 
"the  railway"  and  "fire  carts"  or  •  devil 
wagons,"  our  experience,  while  prolific, 
was  not  pleasant.  We  learned  much,  we 
experienced  more. 

One    year    was    occupied    in    crossing 
China.     The  wheels  could  only  be  used  on 


the  initial  1000  miles;  1600  miles  I  walked, 
while  "the  little  woman"  was  carried  in 
palanquins,  while  the  cycles  were  carried 
on  bamboo  rods,  exposed  to  the  rain  and 
snow  of  high  altitudes.  Reached  Burmah, 
December,  1896.  Despite  rusted  and  bat- 
tered nickel  and  enamel,  the  mechanical 
parts  proved  intact,  and  we  wheeled 
through  that  fallen  empire,  admired  and 
feted  by  conquered  Burman  and  English 
conquerors  alike.  On  the  day  of  the  sec- 
ond anniversary  of  our  tour  we  sailed  from 
Rangoon  for  Calcutta,  India.  The  plague, 
and  that  dread  spectre,  Famine,  raged;  tks 
terrib'e  hot  season,  the  terrors  of  which 
even  the  natives  compare  to  the  breath  of 


the  gods  of  hell,  was  present.

Commenting  on  the  recent  change  in  the 
operation  of  the  dining  cars  on  the  New 
York  Central,  and  the  improvements  now 
being  made  in  the  service,  the  New  York 
Commercial  Advertiser  says:  "In  most 
dining  cars  the  kitchen,  situated  in  one  end 
of  the  car,  opens  into  a  passageway  inside 
of  the  car,  and  the  fumes  of  the  cooking  and 
occasionally  smoke  are  wafted  into  the  car 
while  passengers  are  at  the  tables.  All  the 
dining  cars  on  the  New  York  Central  are 
being  constructed  so  that  there  shall  be  no 
opening  from  the  kitchen  into  the  interior 
of  the  car.  The  only  approach  to  and  exit 
from  the  kitchen  will  be  by  way  of  the  plat- 
form vestibule,  about  half  of  which  is  made 
a  part  of  the  kitchen."  This  change  will  be 
greatly  appreciated  by  patrons  of  these  cars. 

The  dining  car  service  on  the  New  York 
Central  is  now  under  the  direct  charge  of 
the  General  Passenger  Agent,  and  it  is  the 
intention  to  make  it  as  perfect  as  possible 
In  every  respect.

passages  even  in  chromatics — all  these  developed  pianistic  characteristics,  surpas§mg 
anything  ever  produced  by  the  ten  fingers  of  a  man,  and  going  into  extravagances  that 
must  lead  gradually  to  a  broader  development  of  the  instrument,  are  produced  by  the
